A Getman came into onr office this 


morning with a complaint against that 
part of jfhe TJ. S. mail system existing 
between San Francisco and Oakland. A 
letter addressed to one of the lady teach- 
ers here was since the 13th inst. getting 
from-San Francisco to Oakland. Two 
other letters mailed about the same time 
tiave failed to reach their destination iu 
Oakland as yet. The first named letter 
was addressed to "Oakland, Market and 
ir.tli streets"—the name of the Stata not 
being a part of the address. If the other 
two were addressed accordingly, they 
ought to have reached their destination 
though the name of the State should be 
Stated. 


The community has had a week or te: 


days of comparative peace with respec 
to the tiro department, for which relic 
much thanks. AVe feel that we eari safe 
ly mention this fnct, and maybe veutur 
the discussion of the future of the iusti 
tutiou. 


In the first place, what the departmen 


most needs is a reign of peace more thai 
startling prosperity, but that it is in a 
fair way to enter upon an improvet 
condition' every way, we verily believe 
The paid system in a widely scattered 
city like Oakland, is as yet an experi- 
ment. We never full}' concurred in the 
programme, but it seemed impossible to 
get first-class men to manage and run a 
volunteer department in a community 
where at least two-thirds of the popula- 
tion are merely lookers-on; whose proy 
erty, if any, is isolated and self-protect- 
ed, and whose residence is little more 
than a name. In Kan Jose, we are cred. 
ibly informed, there is a very superioi 
volunteer department; a class of citizens 
compose the organization who represent 
taxable property, and whose habits and 
general standing are second to noiie as 
it were. Yet San Jose has far more 
property subject to a general conflagra- 
tion than has Oakland. The town is 
compactly built. In Oakland, there is 
much more taxable property as a whole, 
and perhaps it can nfiord to sport a paid 
tire department, but unless judiciously 
managed, the aflair will become a griev- 
ous burden before the city is compactly 
built sufficiently to really justify such 
an institution. 


The expense of the concern cnn be 


kept within bounds, however, and the 
probabilities are that it is about entering 
upon a career for the better in every 
particular, and that brings our comments 
down to a feature proposed bj' the new 
Chief Engineer, who seems to be awake 
to the situation. He intends to have a 
store-house erected on the City Hall 
grounds, where all articles of supply for 
the department will bo kept, and dealt 
out according to some sort of economy 
— a thing no*, ,kno\vu heretofore, liills 
for horse feed, fuel, oil and what not, 
have been shoved into the Council mill 
regardless of particulars or sum total, 
and now that we have to pay salaries to 
a lot of men to sit ronnd and wait for a 
scattering fire to occur, it more than ev- 
er behooves the city to. look after every 
source of expense. It is more than like- 
ly that a volunteer system, with a good 
Chief Engineer only under salary, would 
have answered every purpose here for 
years yet, but we have an entire paid 
department now, and we munt govern 
ourselves accordingly. 


In view of the future wants of the de- 


portment more particularly, and as a 
matter of convenience and economy even 
at present, the Council should secure a 
piece of ground in the center of the most 
property subject to extensive fires, and 
erect an engine house of its own. There 
is good enough provision for one engine 
where it is on tbe City Hall grounds, 
but it is plain that the F«lton is not 
where it ought to be, and both it and the 
Hook and Ladder truck ought to be 
stationed permanently somewhere in the 
territory bounded by Tenth and Twelfth, 
and Webster and Cla}' streets. 
The 


city is paying rent enough now to al- 
most lease o lot and pay for the erection 
thereon, in a year's time, of a rough 
but suitable structure for both the en- 
gine iu question, and the Hook and 
Ladder outfit. 
The Council has no 


power, we believe to purchase such 
ground at present, but it could lease it 
with a view to purchase within a given 
time. By advertising for proposals, no 
doubt as good bargain could be had at 
present as at any time in the future- 
most liktly now will be the best time to 
make such arrangement. That the de- 
partment should own its houses and the, 
land they stand on. there cau scarcely 
be any question. It would be a perfeet- 
| ly safe investment, and there would be 


j a .satisfaction about it besides of no little 
benefit all round.
